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ENBQT.t.ct.  DRAFTING-  WORK  ON  DISPLAY  IN  WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 

On  December  19,  20,  and  21,  Grazing  Service  map  and  chart  exhibits 
prepared  by  the  boya  in  the  Albuquerque  drafting  office  will  go  on  display 
at  the  Fortieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  American  Foresters  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

We  wish  everyone  in  the  Service  could  see  the  fine  work  these  boys  put 
out  on  very  short  notice.  The  exhibit,  which  will  be  displayed  on  a  screen 
8  feet  wide  by  4  feet  deep,  is  built  around  a  beautifully  colored. map  show¬ 
ing  the  relationship  of  grazing  lands  to  forests,  Indian  reservations,  Na¬ 
tional  parks  and  monuments,  et  cetera.  On  either  side  of  the  map  will  ap¬ 
pear  carefully  lettered  tables  and  charts  showing  numbers  and  kinds  oi  live¬ 
stock  licensed,  major  range  improvements,  wildlife  on  Federal  ranges,  an 
acreages  and  distribution  of  grazing  lands  in  the  West.  The  map  and  charts 
will  be  "framed"  by  large  photographs  along  the  sides  and  bottom  of  the 
screen  depicting  Grazing  Service  activities  on  western  ranges. 

The  Grazing  Service  is  one  of  a  group  of  bureaus  in  the  Interior  and 
Agriculture  Departments  that  was  invited  to  display  exhibits  at. the  meet¬ 
ing.  Because  of  the  splendid  work  and  cooperation  of  the  boys  in  the 
Albuquerque  drafting  office  we  are  able  to  present  an  exhibit  of  which  we 
are  very  proud.

THE  LURE  OF  TIE  GOLDEN  WEST  AND  THE  CCC'S. 

Bob  Baker,  formerly  an  enrollee  at  G-160,  Hurricane,  Utah,  and  now  at¬ 
tending  school  at  Evanston,  Illinois,  took  time  out  not  long  ago  to  write 
Engineer  Bates  of  the  Hurricane  camp  and  tell  him  how  he  missed  the  West 
and  just  what  his  enrollment  in  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  meant  to 
him.  Bob's  letter  tells  all  of  this  better  than  we  can: 

"Dear  Mr.  Bates: 

"I  would  almost  give  anything  to  be  back  out  there  again. 

I  miss  the  mountains  more  than  anything  else.  I  guess  the 
mountains  have  just  got  into  my  blood. 

"Bob  Baughman  wrote  to  me  the  other  day  and  he  is  getting 
along  fine.  I  have  not  done  so  badly  myself.  On  the  mid-semester 
exams  I  made  an  A  in  geology  and  drafting.  You  will  never  know 
how  much  the  things  you  taught  me  about  both  of  these  subjects 
have  benefited  me  here  at  school.  Our  professor  in  geology  has 
used  all  of  my  pictures  in  class.  One  day  he  even  brought  a 
projector  and  showed  the  color  films  in  class.  The  mineral  col¬ 
lection  I  brought  back  with  me  will  save  me  quite  a  bit  of  field 
work  next  semester.  After  actually  seeing  many  of  things  we 
discuss  in  class,  it  is  twice  as  easy  to  understand  them.  At  the 
time  I  did  not  realize  they  would  be  so  important,  but  many  things 
are  brought  back  to  my  memory  when  we  read  about  them.

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LITER  E.  SPENCE  TO  ACT  AS  CHIEF  OF  NEW  BRANCH 

As  the  Branch  of  Soil  and  Moisture  Conservation  takes  definite  form, 
a  new  employee  joins  the  Crazing  Service  organization  to  direct  that  phase 
of  our  program.  Effective  December  12,  1940,  Mr.  Liter  E.  Spence  assumed 
the  position  of  Acting  Chief,  Branch  of  Soil  and  Moisture  Conservation. 

Prior  to  that  time  Mr.  A.  D.  Molohon  acted  in  that  capacity. 

Mr.  Spence  is  a  resident  of  Idaho.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Idaho  and  also  from  the  University  of  California  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  masters  degree  in  forestry  and  range  management.  Following  his 
graduation  he  served  two  years  under  appointment  with  the  United  States 
Forest  Service  as  a  junior  range  examiner.  Later  he  taught  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Idaho  School  of  Forestry  for  5  years  during  which  time  he  spent 
the  summer  seasons  on  research  work  at  the  Intermountain  Forest  and  Range 
Experiment  Station  at  Ogden,  Utah. 

Mr.  Spence  joined  the  staff  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  in  1935, 
in  charge  of  range  management  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  with  headquarters 
at  Spokane,  Washington.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Washington  office  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  in  the  same  capacity  in  1937,  later  becoming  as¬ 
sistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Range  Conservation  when  that  Division 
was  established  in  July  1939.  During  the  last  three  years  he  has  traveled 
extensively  over  the  17  western  States,  working  continuously  in  the  field 
of  range  conservation  and  has  gained  a  broad  and  thorough  concept  of  the 
range  and  livestock  problems  of  the  West. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  Soil  and  Moisture  Eranch  within  the 
Grazing  Service  organization  and  with  increased  personnel  and  funds,  it  is 
now  possible  for  the  Service  more  adequately  to  fulfill  the  responsibilities 
delegated  to  us  under  the  provisions  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  namely  "to 
continue  the  study  of  erosion  and  flood  control  and  to  perform  such  work  as 
may  be  necessary  amply  to  protect  and  rehabilitate  the  areas  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act."
